Therefore in treaties of 


cession it is often provided that all 
inhabitants who wish to retain their 
former allegiance must quit the coun- 
try within a certain time, sometime* al- 
so dispose of their properly. "When 
Alsace and Lorraine were ceded to Ger- 
many the inhabitants who wished U» 
remain French subjects were obliged 
to leave. They were, however, allowed 
to retain their landed property. When 
California was ceded by Mexico the 
United States were more liberal to the 
inhabitants. By tee treaty of Guade- 
lupe Hidalgo they might wkhin a year 
elect to remain Mexican citizens, ana 
no restriction was put on their right to 
reside or to retain their property. 
Naturally all public property in the 
ceded territory belonging to the state 
is transferred to the new sovereign. 
As regards obligations, it is commonly 
agreed that la the absence of express 
jreaty stipulation no portion ol the 
general public debt is transferred with 
the territory. There are. however, sev- 
eral instances of a proportionate share 
of the general public debt being trans- 
ferred by treaty. Other considerations 
apply to local debts, and the better 
opinion is that they should be taken 
ever with the territory.—London l»w 
Journal.
